Medical Officers and Other Personnel of Mobile Units 


Changes in the present method of manning mobile first-aid 
posts when a red warning is received are announced in the 
following circular letter which has been sent by the 
Ministry of Health to all scheme-making authorities. 


“1. 1 am directed by the Minister of Health to refer to 
Circular 2113 of August S, para. 4 of which stated that 
in the case of mobile first-aid posts doctors should attend 
automatically whenever a red warning is received in the district. 
Experience gained during the past few weeks has indicated 
that owing to the frequency of red warnings this requirement 
may in certain areas impose an undue and unnecessary strain 
upon medical personnel. 

2. It appears to the Minister to be undesirable to insist in 
all areas on the automatic attendance of the doctor at 
the mobile unit whenever a red warning is received, and the 
Minister considers that in general it will be sufficient for 
the doctor to be summoned from the Control Centre when his 
services are required. It would be an essential part of such 
an arrangement that the doctor should be readily accessible 
by telephone or otherwise at any time of the day or night, or, 
if he is not immediately available, that the services of a deputy 
can be obtained without delay. [It would of course be neces- 
sary for the Control Centre to make clear whether he is to 
proceed to the nospital or other place at which the mobile 
first-aid post is stationed, or whether he should join the post 
at a specified rendezvous arranged between the Control Centre 
and the other personnel of the post. 

3. In London and other populous areas which are being 
constantly bombed the Minister considers that the arrange- 
ments set out above should be modified to the extent that one 
mobile first-aid post in the scheme-making authority's area 
should be completely manned on the red warning, if the 
Ministry's Senior Regional Officer after consulting the Regional 
Commissioner considers this course desirable. Other mobile 
first-aid posts in the area would then be manned when neces- 
sary by the method described in para. 2. Where the automatic 
manning of one post on the red warning is likely to impose an 
undue strain on the doctor attached to that post, the authority 
might arrange a rota system under which the post is manned 
in successive weeks by doctors attached to the various posts, 
fixed or mobile, in the area, as suggested in para. 5 of Circular 
2113. 

4. The Minister is anxious to have information as to the 
manner and extent to which mobile first-aid posts have been 
used since intensive raids began. 1 am accordingly to inquire 
whether you could furnish at your convenience a short report 
as regards the operation of the mobile units belonging to your 
authority since the beginning of September.” 


Emergency Supplies of Petrol 

In a certain area recently doctors had great difficulty in 
obtaining petrol because their local garages had run out of 
supplies owing to delay in the delivery by post of orders to 
the Petroleum Board depot. As a result of inquiries instigated 
by the honorary secretary of the Local Medical War Com- 
mittee it has been ascertained that the instructions issued by 
the Petroleum Department to local authorities in connexion 
with their civil defence functions allow them to furnish, in 
any grave emergency, petrol from their A.R.P. reserves to 
maintain any essential services. This would include an issue 
to doctors in a serious emergency such as that described above.

Medical Calling-up 


Sir,——Being one of the rather “ unpleasant young persons ” 
referred to in “ Territorial’s ” letter (Supplement, October 26, 
p. 35) I should like to make a few remarks. I am one of a 
partnership of three. The senior partner, being in the same 
position as “ Territorial,’ was called up in August, 1939, 
leaving myself and my partner, both young and not very 
experienced men, in charge of a busy general practice. In 
addition, we had to do work for other men who were 
called up. 

Perhaps we have not enough of the financial acumen of 
which we are accused, because, especially during last winter, 
we had to work extremely hard and earned less money. But 
I do think that we are of some service to the country, both in 
looking after large numbers of patients, some of whom were 
suffering from the loss of their own doctors, and in attending 
to air-raid casualties in first-aid work. Now we are faced 
with a further drop in income on account of the evacuation 
of large numbers of our patients. There are some doctors 
who have not joined the Protection of Practices Scheme who, 
1 believe, are doing very well financially. Many who have 
joined the scheme are doing a lot of work for small pay. 

With reference to the difficulty of getting doctors to join the 
Services, | know of several men who volunteered at the out- 
break of war and before, who have rot yet been called up. 
Surely there is plenty of important and even dangerous work 
to be done in civilian practice, and civilians are likely to 
require more attention than ever during this coming winter. 
Altogether, from our personal experience, it is not all “ beer 
and skittles staying at home.—1I am, etc.,

Sir,—l feel it a great pity that “ Territorial” (Supplement, 
October 26, p. 35) did not stop to think twice before writing 
the rather smug effusion. I should like to ask him the 
following questions: 


(a) Where on earth did he read of “the difficulties of 
getting doctors to join up”? One hears on all sides the very 
reverse—that is, the difficulty of getting into the Services, the 
closure of Army lists, the waiting lists, etc. 

(b) Does he candidly think that medical service is any the 
more meritorious because it is given in uniform? Or, to put 
it more bluntly, does he really think that he is giving any 
better service by being in a uniform in the Middle East than 
that given by his colleagues in civilian clothes in the E.M.S. 
on the East Coast of this island, especially in the London 
area? 

(c) Does he realize that even a lieutenant in the Army is 
being paid more than a specialist in the E.M.S.? Surely this 
fact makes his remark about “financial acumen” seem not 
only out of place but also in rather bad taste? He also 
appears to forget that in the Army one gets promotion with 
increase in salary, and is also due for a gratuity at the end 
of hostilities, whereas in the E.M.S. none of these things 
seems to have been thought of. The officers in the E.M.S. 
do not expect any thanks or kudos for their services, as they 
consider that they are only doing their best and what is, 
after all, their duty, but they do not expect to have mud 
thrown at them by “rather unpleasant young persons” in 
the Services.

Rank in the Services 


Sir, was interested to read a letter in the Supplement of 
July 6 (p. 1) by Dr. Arthur Beauchamp on this subject, and 
would like to state a view held by many Regular officers. We 
rather bitterly resent the granting of field rank to officers 
“who have only been in the Army five minutes” on the 
grounds that they hold specialist qualifications. In peacetime 
a specialist appointment carries no particular rank with it, 
although it does bring extra pay. This latter is fair enough. 
A doctor may join the Regular Army for various reasons: 
because he enjoys the life generally or perhaps from a taste 
for administrative and preventive medicine. Under present 
conditions he is liable to become suddenly junior to a col- 
league years younger in age, professionally, and in Army 
seniority, and who, in many cases, obviously has no experience 
in dealing with troops, commanding men, or comporting 
himself as an officer. Hitherto field rank has meant some- 
thing ; now it means little. I believe I am right in saying 
that this irritating anomaly did not exist in the last war.—
